THE OHIO CAMPAIGN. 


Sevator John Sherman Renews His Siander 
of the Soath, 

Lesanon, O., September 8 —Senator Joha 
sherman delivered a speech here tonight, de- 
voted mainly to replying to the address of 
Governor lioadly. Senator Sherman claimed 
tbat the goyernor had not fairly stated the 
speaker's position, and that he had evaded and 
avoided important issues growing out of the 
condition of affairs in the south. The 
eenator reiterated that the war was over, and 
be only demanded now what was fairly won 
by the soldiers inthe war, Six millions of 
peopie were emancipated and enfranchised by 
the war, and a constitutional amendment 
made with the personal epproval of Governor 
Hoadly, as 6a result of which 
they were entitled to vote, 
and were granted representation in congress 
and in the electoral college. They had 
practically been denied many of the necessary 
incidents of liberty, among the most precieus 
of which isthe right to free discussion, and 
they were now disfranchised, and thus 
opexly and boldly deprived of 
ail the safeguards by which 
alone their liberties could be preserved. The 
speaker claimed that in scarcely a district of 
ihe south was there any pretence of a fair 
ciection,and the negroes were openly de- 
fraude by every device the ingenuity ot 
crime could invent. The speaker declared 
that Governor Hoadley could not deny thisin 
the face of the accumulated testimony. This 
wes not only unjust to the colored men, but 


¥as unjust to the white men of the north. He, 


Baid: 

The effect of the crimes I have mentioned isto 
Conier upon the white people of the south not 
Cniy the number of votes to which they are en- 
tied for the white population, buat also thirty- 
eight votes based upon the colored population,and 
in this way, in some of the southern states, every 
white voter possesses thé political power of two 
white voters in the northern states. The colored 
people have practically no voice in congress, and 
HO yoice in the electoral college. Mr. Cieveland 
ig now president ol the U ai- 
ted States instead of James G. Blaine 
by reason of these crimes. I claim this should be 
corrected.

the governmentof Ireland shal) be. For many 
years it bas not been a controverted question that 
{roland bas been dealt hardly by, It is known 
the world over that Ireland, from daysof Henry 
I untilthis hour, has not had fair play from 
Great Britain. On the {contrary she 
hes been denied the ights of *" equal 
citizenship. and been despoiled of her 
lands. Every Irishman here tonight, every 
Irishmen in America, is a protest sgxinst the bad 
governing of England towards Ireland, How is it 
that you are here, having left almost the 
most beautiful land in the world? 
Perhaps ro pert of this globe is 
more attractive than Ireland, and yet you left Ire 
land. You are here because you could not get a 
good governmentin Ireland. Forty-five yearsago 
the population of the Green Isle was 9,000,000. a 
large population for a region of country oniy the 
size Oi Indiana. &Today, alter a lapse of 45 years 
Bah tempo is Only 5,000,000, a loss of 4.600. 1” 
peopie, almost an entire half of anentire popula- 
tion gone from Ireland. 

I know the famine of 1848 bad much to do with 
this, but bad government and cruelties by her 
lanclords have done more than famine and 
pestiicace to depopulate the beautiful 
isle, ] would gay it is a serious 
matter when &a man Or woman chooses to leave 
the home that has been the home of his ancestors 
many centuries, and when, on account of bad 
government, unjustlaws anda cruel system of 
tenpantry, there have been driven away almost 
half the popviation, the question “What is 
to be done?’ comes. It cannot remain always 
tbis way. The Jandlord who draws the rent 
Capnot always epjoyitin Parisand Londou. He 
must have a part in the fortunes of the people of 
thecountiy orquit. It cannot always be that 
the people of Ireland are to be oppressed, I think 
the dey of tyranny in every form is to pass 
away, erd that the day issoon to come when al! 
men will be blest with good government and just 
jaws. Itis well enough for you and me to under: 
stand just what the political contest in Ireland is. 
I chanced to pay a visit to the house of commons 
a few years ago and heard this cause, 
Parnell® then, AS now, was the 
leader, and held thatin respect to her domestic 
affairs, Ireland shonid have the right to make her 
ownlaws. There are this fall one hundred mem- 
bers of parliament to be elected from Ireland, 
and Parnell expects that of his num-

OWL 1aWS, SIDLply Devause We Can reguiate var 
own affairs better than any one el*re can regulate 
them forus. No Irishmen, on their own soil, for 
that simple reason, must be the legislaton 
for Ireland. That was the great 
argumeat first asserted iu this country. 
hundred vears has established 
» fact that local seli government, with respect 
to local affairs, is the true system of governmeat 
initbis world, The great troubdie in Ireland tolay 
is the jand. 

When thereistrouble with the lauds in an 
country the trouble is exceedingly great. Much 
bas been done in Ireland to make better the 
condition of the tenant, but the land 
trouble exists, and it must be 
reguiated. It must be regulated as we regulate 
such matter in Indiana, by legislation from the 
soil. No question can arise between jandiord and 
tenant in Indiana thatis not regugated by our 
legislation. So Ireland must have l@tal self goy- 
erpment. Who in Indiana would trust to 
any other state legislation for her schools, or the 
building up of her industries? So, according to 
Parnell, pot only the agricultural classes but me- 
chanics, the people of the cities and towns, must 
live, and when Ireland becomes clothed with the 
right local self government, these matters 
will be cared for. That is a 
doctrine so plainly expressed and so powertu! in 
its application to human interests, but it will not 
stop. It will goon. Itis not in reason thatin 
Loudon the relation of landlord and tenant in 
Ireland shall be fixed. It is agaiat reason and 
justice that sucha practice should permanently 
prevell. When the men tobe elected b7 the 
friends of Ireland come to parliameutit wili be 
to say as a man, “Local goverumentin Ireland.” 
You areasked to help inthis election. Thereis 
to be no mistake made at this election. 

There will be nosham, no frauds. Ireland is tre- 
mencously in earnest. Before any mau is nomi- 
pated he is to give a written pledge to sit and vote 
and ect with the members representing Ireland, 
and favorable to lreland’s cause. Parnell 
is a very great leader, and I believe 
he is going to lead his countrymen to triumphant 
success. It is proper that I should say to you that 
the.friends of your country iu Ireland rely upoa 
the diflerences between the two great English 
parties, whig and tory, or radical and lideral. Not 
greatly diflerext are they in numbers and force, 
and Parnell relies upon this and 
if Ireland ie thoroughly united in the struggle 
between the two English parties, lreland will be 
pleced where she ought to be, in her political 
relations with the world. Each party is seeking 
strength from tbe Irish vote, and willhelp to 
place Ireland where she has a right to stand. 

I think this cause will go further than has beeu 
yet mentioned, and will result in just what we 
pave in Indiana. a written constitution. 
Ah, that is what I hope to see—Ireland 
to be governed by a written coustitation, in 
which parliament will be restricted as the legislia- 
tion is by the constitution of the state. Wilit 
bot bea grand sight to bein the city of Dublin 
when will meet:a constitational convention for 
Ireland? lIobserve that Parnell favorsonly one 
pranch,one parliamentary body. He isafraid of 
the house of lords, perhaps, but he could 
have, es we have here, a senate inits stead, and 
thus be saved from the errors and faults of legis 
lation. Idonotknow of anything that would 
give me greater pleasure thau to attead that con 
stitutional conventionin Dublin. [Great cheer- 
ing.}] I wantto live until that time. Let uscome 
back to the great question which lies at the bot- 
tom of the government, the question of the right 
ofthe people to make their own laws, and that no 
other power has a right to make laws for them. 
You remember where we stood 100 years back. 
You remember im the declaration of 
independence we asserted the right 
of men to govern themselves as the 
great foundation idea of America, and is now be- 
ing appliedinIrelard. Thecause to which you 
sre to give your sympathy and support, the right 
to of men to goyern himself, and abolish laws 
that are inimical to his welfare. 
In e hope that the principie 
that was asserted at Bunker Hill and in glorious 
triumph was proclaimed at Yorktowa may prevail 
in Ireland. [Greata es

ROUGH ON RATS. 


WHICH RESULTED IN THB DEATH 
OF THREES PEOPLE. 


Great Excitement Over Three Mysterious Deaths, 
Which Grew Ont of a Case of Obstructed 
Love—The Developmeuts of the Case 
Which Have Taken Place Since 


Ursana, I1l., September 8.—There is much 
excitemet at St. Joseph, this county, over 
three mysterious deaths that have occurred 
withina short time in one family. Mr.and 
Mrs. Hiram Teabody were prominent and 
honored residents. Miss Belle Hasty, 
daughter of Robert Hasty, and a young woman 
of fine character and pleasant manners, lived 
with the Peabody family, and was aaid to be 
engaged to young Silas Peabody. Young 
Peabody’s parents, particularly his mother, 
were opposed to his marriage, owing to Miss 
Hasty’s poor health. On August 2d Mrs. 
Peabody died very suddenly of what 
appeared to be neuralgia of the stomach. On 
August 17th, Mr. Peabody died with the same 
symptoms, On September Ist, {Miss Hasty 
end young Silas Peabody were taken with the 
ssme symptoms, andthe young lady died 
whilethe young man hasrecovered. Since 
that time, suspicion has been awakened by 
the alleged discovery of a package of rat 
poizon pinned to an undergarment, which 
Mies Hasty had laid off just befere her death. 
That the letter had poisoned Mr. and Mrs. 
Peabcdy with the hope of marrying: the gon, 
and then concluded to killhim and herself.

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THREE SCARED TRUSTBES, 


They Have Gotten Away With Bad Names 
and no Money. 

WasutnerTon, Ind., September 8.—There are 
some new developments in the Davies county 
trustee frauds. Grimsley, Brown and Clarke, 
the absconding trustees, have been seen and 
interviewed in Hamilton, Ont. Mr. J. C. 
Belthermer, one of the prominent attorneys 
of Washington, went to Canada shortly after 
they disappeared, and came across thom in 
Hamilton. Mr. Balthermer says: 

When [ arrived in Hamilton, Ont., I ound 
three of the gloomiest trustees lever saw in 
my life. They looked sadand forsaken, but 
cffered no apologies or explanations concern- 
ing theirecheme. They blamed a Chicago 
party for a good part of the mischief. 1 don’t 
believe the trustees have much left, but | 
tbink the Chicago men beat them out of 
about all they raised on the fraud- 
ulent warrants, because the paper was 
made out to bis orders, and he made no pron- 
ise to hand over the money to them ai he dis- 
posed of the paper. No one of the three could 
say how much paper he had issued. The 
total amount, however, is not less than $250,- 
600,” 

Posey county has discovered an illegal issue 
of $8,000 of certificates by the former trustee. 
There is consternation among the people of 
this section.

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ELIZA’S GRIBVANCEBS. 


Mrs. Atmsirong Allows Herseif to Drop ia- 
to Obscurity, 

Loxpbox September 8.—The examination of 
Mr, Stead, editor of the Pall Mall Gazette, 
Mrs. Jarrett, Mr. Bramwell Booth, Mrs. 
Coombe, Mr. Jacques and Mrs. Maury, de- 
fendants in the Eliza Armstrong case, wa; re- 
suméd in the Bow Street police court this 
morning. Mrs. Jarrett, in the opening of the 
court, began crying. 

Mrs. Armstrong, mother of Eliza, testifisd 
that Mrs, Jarrett obtained her daughter from 
her on the plea of needing the child to assist 
in the housework of home, The witness 
scouted the idea that she knew anything of 
the character of Mrs. Jarrett, other than was 
represented by the prisoner herself, (that she 
was & woman of respectability) and denied in 
the most emphatic manner that she had gold 
her daughter for immoral purposes. 

Eliza Armstrong, on cross examination, 
stated that her father,mother and six children 
lived in one room; admitted that with the 
exception of the indignities referred to in her 
ene Serer her abductor had treated 
her kindly. Eliza, on her _ further 
cross examination, frequently contra- 
dicted herself, and her evidence 
conflicted with that of her mother. She con- 
fessed that she did not go tosleep when the 
handkerchief saturated with chloroform was 
applied to her nose during what was called 
the momentary surprise of a medical exami- 
nation. 

Mrs. Armstrong was cross examined. She 
was bold and defiant and vulgarly abused 
Mrs. Jarrett and Mr. Russell, counsel for 
the defense. The witness admitted that she 
bad been three times fined fer being drunk, 
once for an asseult and once for using obscene 
languageon the streets, and that she was 
drunk the night Eliza departed from home, 
but became intoxicated after the girl left. 
The court then adjourned till Monday.

NEW YORK PROHIBITIONISTS. 


A Lively War Made Upon Tippling Chuarch- 
men, 

Syrraccse, September 8.—The state prohi- 
bition convention met in the Alhambra rink 
at 11 o'clock this morning. At 9 o’clock 300 or 
400 delegates assembled. Horace Waters, of 
New York, piano manufacturer, led the meet- 
ing. Delegate Shipman, of the same city, be- 
wailed the apathy of the ministers towards the 
prohibition movement. “They don’t believe 
as youandI do.” Saidhe: “They haven't 
got theireyes open yet. We must pray for 
them unceasingly. They need light more 
than any other classof men. As lor me, | 
will stand by the home! love; I will stand 
by the Bible I love, and 1! will stand 
by the fleg I love until the motto 
of prohibition is pencil in shiaing charac- 
ters in the blue vault of heaven.” 

Another delegate said that the empire state 
was full of stenches, and that every city was 
a Sodom or Gomorrah. “Prohibition alone 
can save it,” hedeclared, “and when we are 
successful, as we must be, this continent will 
see the greatest day that hasever been seen. 

J. W. Bruce, of Madison county, in an ad- 
dress advocating prohibition, created a sensa- 
tion by violently arraigning the church and 
the ministry. He had scarcely done speaking, 
however, when & delegate sprang 
to his feet and charged him 
with unjustly assailing the holiest 
institution on earth. The church was the 
stronghold of abolition,” he said. 

“It wag not,” answered a chorus of voices. 

“Let him speak,’’ roared a delegate indig- 
nant at the interruption. 

“The church has made him maligned and 
the ministry too. Let them, at least have a 
fair hearing.”

GERMANY ANDSPAIN. 


The Negotiations for Peace Between the Two 
Countries, 

_ Paris, September 8.—A telegram trom Mad« 
rid stetes that Genera? Lopez Domingerez has 
submitted to the pressure brought to bear on 
him, and has accepted the premiership. 

Though the report that General Lopez Doa 
mingerez has succeeded to the head of the 
Spanish government is not verified, it is gens 
erally believed that he will be appointed pras 
mier. Heisthe only general who is able to 
suppress the present popular agitation, or if 
out of office could counteract King Altonso’s 
desire for peace with Germany. He isa very 
able officer, and has great influence with the 
army in either direction. 

The suthorized report is published that at 
the cabinet council, Senor del Gastillo told 
King Alfonso that unless he trusted the min. 
istry he*would summon Senor Ganovas, whose 
énergy would probably bring about a rupture 
with Germany and increase the popularity of 
King Alfonso. At the same time he depre- 
cated such course until diplomacy had been 
exhausted. King Alfonso, without 
besitation, decided that he had 
eonfidence in Senor Canova’s  eabinet 
aud would maintain it in preference to popu- 
larity with people at the expense ot bloodshed. 
His majesty was convinced that the Emperor 
Willism would meet hini half way in his de 
sire for peace. King Alfonso telegraphed 
Count Benomar, Spanish embassador at Berlin, 
accordingly. The court and official circles are 
conlident that either by means of an arbitra- 
tor cr negotiations, Spain will retain posses- 
sion of the Caroline islands.

settlement of the difliculty between Spain and 
Germany, 

Public opinion in Madrid unanimously*de- 
precates the arbitration of the Caroline dis- 
pute. The commander of the Spanish man 
of war, Velasco, which was expected to arrive 
at Lap on August 28th, was under ordors to 
regain possession of thatisland. The news 
from Yap is anxiously awaited. Yesterday 
evening the police dispersed numerous bands 
of youths which were parading the streets and 
cecryipng Germany. Tho municipal authorities 
of Barcelona have adopted a resolution de- 
nouncipg the actionof the German govern- 
ment. 

Germany’s demand for reparation for the 
insulitto the German embassv here on Saturs 
day was received today. The note is couched 
in very reaconable terms. Spain’s note in res 
ply, which was dispatched tonight, expresses 
deep regret at theoccurrence of the incident, 
says that the offenders will be prosecuted and 
punished, andthat those responsible for the 
for the safety of the embassy has been arrested 
and dismissed from service,and condemns the 
action of the riotous mob. Meanwhile, prep- 
arations for the event of war continue. Orders 
have been given for reports on all the troops 
available for service. 

The Paris Figaro and the Gauloissetate that 
thecommander of the German gunboat who 
recently occupied Yap, has been ordered by 
government to evacuate it. The settlement 
of the diflicuity, both newspapers say, is dus 
tothe Emperor Willisam having takea the 
iniative step towards bringing about a peace- 
ful solution of the affair. The newspapers in 
Berlin are most moderate in tone in dealing 
with the Spanish difficulty.

ship don't know that it has lost its bearings. If tt 
can see the north star it can get its bearings.
